theſe parts ofthe World, which formerly have been ſupplied from 
Venice, as the Eat Countries, Holland, Spain, and the Indies.

The State of Venice for Incouragement of their Trades-Men and 
ManufaQuures, hath with extraordinary Penalries forbid the Impor- 
tation of our Cloth and Leather, as by the Decrees of their Se- 
nate here extant appears: And not content with a Sole Prohibi- _ 
tion, bath by the ſame Laws provided that Foreign Cloth, and. 
Dreſſed Leather, found or ſeized in any hand ſoever, ſhall be.

The FrenchKing likewiſe, to Incourage the Trade of Looking-
